For Grapes 
Set Friday 


The State Director of Agricul- | 





ing Order for Grape Stabilization. | 
The effective date of this order is 
Friday. 

The marketing order was as- 
sented to in writing by proces- 
sors who prepared for market 
more than 65 per cent of the vol- 
ume of wine, brandy, high proof, 
and grape concentrate prepared 
for market in California during 
the marketing season ending June 
30, 1949. 

The principal provisions of the 
Order provide fcr the creation of 


of surplus grapes and grape prod- 
ucts and for the establishment of 
a surplus diversion pool through 
which such surplus can be divert- 
ed into by-products. The Order 
would also provide for the con- 
tinuance of much research activ- 
ities in the production, proces- 
sing, and distribution of grapes or 
grape products as might reasona- 
bly contribute toward the _ im- 
provement of marketing  condi- 
tions in the grape industry. 

The maximum assessment rates 
authorized for the stabilization 
fund are six cents per gallon on 
grape concentrate, six cents per 
procf gallon on brandy and high 
proof, three cents per gallon on 
dessert wine and one cent per 
gallon on table wine.
